Report of Board of Health 


Very few cases of contagious and infectious diseases 
have been reported during the past year. Spreading 
has been effectively checked in every case reported by 
quarantine and fumigation. In no case has there been di- 
rect infection from one family to another. Two cases were 
due to unsanitary surroundings and the cause was removed. 

Several nuisances were reported: and in some cases 
much obstinacy was encountered in securing the removal 
of unsanitary out-buildings, owners seemingly not being 
able to understand the menace to health in these nuisances, 
both to themselves and to others. 

We wish to bring to your attention once more the need 
of a water system which shall supply pure water to the 
people in the villages of Union and Sanbornville. A large — 
number of samples of well water have been analyzed at the 
laboratory of the state Board of Health, and less than one- 
third of the number sent have been reported as free from 
impurities and fit for drinking.

Miss Abbie Willey is a graduate of Plymouth 
and has done good work for two terms. No other change 
has taken place in the Sanbornville schools. At Wakefield 
Corner Miss Kathryn Whitney of Maine was chosen to fill 
the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mrs. Creighton. 
Miss Whitney resigned at the end of three weeks and Miss 
Gertrude Parsons completed the term. Miss Elizabeth 
B. Cate, a graduate of Plymouthand a teacher of much suc- 
cessful experience, took up the work here at the opening 
of school in September. Miss Una L. Hazelton of Salem, 
Mass., taught the North Wakefield school during the 
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spring term and Rev. E. B. Young has had the position 
during the fall and winter. At the Wentworth school Miss 
Annie Clow taught during the spring, Miss Luella Sanborn 
of Wolfeboro during the fall, and Mrs. Hattie E. Warren 
of Silver Lake during the winter term. Mrs. Warren isa 
teacher of considerable experience and has done _ very 
creditable work under somewhat difficult conditions. 
Miss Warren resigned at Woodman in the summer because 
of ill health and Miss Una Hazelton taught the fall term. 
Miss Warren was able to return for the winter. Miss 
Gertrude Carpenter of Ossipee began work in the Primary 
school at Union in September and has done very credit- 
able work. Miss Knight, who had taught acceptably in 
this town for four years, resigned her position at Union 
after the Christmas recess to accept a position in Winch- 
endon, Mass. Miss Ermina Gushee of Appleton, Me., 
was appointed to the vacancy. 

The following table shows our teaching force as it now 
stands:

Four of our teachers are normal graduates and four 
others have had some normal training. 
Repairs 
A timely appropriation of $1200 for repairs made it 
possible for the school board to make in part the much 
needed repairs and improvements at the grammar school 
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building at Sanbornville. Steel ceilings were put m place 
in both rooms, new hard wood floors laid, a hot-air furnace 
installed, and both rooms equipped with adjustable seats 
and desks. The unsightly and unsanitary conditions have 
been removed and the appearance of the rooms is in strik- 
ing, but favorable contrast to that which previously exist- 
ed. The appearance would be turther improved with the 
addition of a few good, well-chosen pictures, and I am 
hoping that the pupils and teachers will use the opportun- 
ity and make an effort to secure them. The cost of these 
improvements was considerable, but a consideration for 
the physical welfare and comfort of the children certainly 
demanded the outlay. The work, however, was not com- 
plete. The exterior of this building is in much need of 
paint. JI am sure every householder knows that it is poor 
economy to save on paint. The blackboards in the lower 
room should be replaced with slate. I do not think we can 
well get along without making these two specified improve- _ 
ments this coming year. 

Because of the considerable outlay at Sanbornville the 
repairs made on the other buildings during the year were 
of a minor nature. 

This coming year presents its own peculiar needs in 
addition to those I have already cited. The Primary build- 
-ing at Sanbornville ought to be painted. Additional black- 
boards are needed at Wakefield Corner, North Wakefield 
and Woodman. The school yard at Wakefield Corner 
might be made very attractive. It ought to be ploughed 
and leveled off, and walks should be laid out from the street 
to the building. Improved walks are needed in the yards 
both at Sanbornville and Union. The Woodman building 
needs paint. Such are the needs as I see them. 

Recent School Legislation 

The last state legislature enacted certain school laws 
which are of considerable importance. Up toa year ago 
certain matters relating to schools could be legally acted 
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upon either in the town meeting or in the school meeting. 
For example, school money could be raised in either one 
or in both of these meetings. It has been the custom in 
this town to raise the school money in the town meeting. 
The law now states that ““the word ‘town’ wherever used 
in the statutes in connection with the government, admin- 
istration, support, or improvement of the public schools 
shall be held to mean district.’’ This simply means that 
all school money must be raised in the school meeting, 
that all school business must be transacted in the schoo} 
meeting, and that school business transacted in town meet- 
ing has no legal standing. 

It is now the duty of the school board to report to the 
selectmen prior to the annual school meeting the amount 
of money which will be needed the following year for the 
purchase of text books and supplies, flags and appurten- 
ances, and for the payment of high school tuition.’ It 1s 
then the duty of the selectmen to assess the same in addi- 
tion to all other school moneys. No action is to be taken 
in the matter by the school meeting, 

The salaries of district officers which formerly were 
paid by the town must now be paid by the district. The 
school meeting will determine the salaries and the _ select- 
men will make the assessment. 

State Aid 

It has become the settled policy of the state to assist 
in equalizing, so far as is possible, school privileges 
throughout the state. In addition to the school legisla- 
tion which I have already mentioned and explained, the 
last legislature increased the annual appropriation for state 
aid from $35,000 to $80,000 and put the distribution 
of this aid on a somewhat different basis. The practical 
application of this law to this town is as follows: We re- 
ceive $1 per week for every 25 pupils or major part 
thereof of average attendance. For example, if our school 
year were 36 weeks in length and our average attendance 
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240, as it might be, we would draw from the state Io times 
$36 or $360 yearly. Asa matter of fact we did draw 
this year $287.28. (This was based on the conditions ex- 
isting during the state school year closing July 15, 1909. ) 
The better our attendance and the longer our school year 
the more will we receive from the state. 
Furthermore, the state gives us $2 per week for 
each normal graduate or state certified teacher which we 
employ. Under this section of the law we received this 
last year $100. This coming year we shall receive not 


less than $300. 
Our total apportionment from the state, in addition to 


the state’s share of the superintendent’s salary and the re- 
bate on high school tuition, was $387.28. If we were to 
lengthen our school year to 36 week, make our attendance 
what it might be, and employ none but state approved 
teachers we would receive over $1,200.00 per year from 
the state. 
Finances 

Good schools are expensive. The following is a com- 

parative table of expenditures:

The expenditures this year show an increase over last 
year for several reasons. The conditions at Sanbornville 
required an extraordinary appropriation and outlay for re- 
pairs. The lengthening of the school year two weeks ac- 
counts for much of the increased expense for teachers, jan- 
itors and fuel. The opening of the Wentworth school has 
reduced the transportation charge, but has added to the 
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expenditure for teachers. The salaries for teachers have 
been necessarily raised in some instances. It is impossi- 
ble to secure acceptable teachers at the salaries paid a few 
years ago. Last year the average salary paid teachers per 
week was $9.00; this year it has been $9.42. However, 
the state is in reality paying this increased cost, as I have 
explained elsewhere. 

The special appropriation last year for schools was 
$1,800. If the same appropriation is made this year we 
can be certain of having a school year of 35 weeks. 

Recommendations 

The educative value of music is generally recognized. 
Practically every school system finds a place for this study 
in the curriculum. Many systems lay much stress upon it. 
We are trying to do something in this line, but the work 
to my mind is not satisfactory. We are a musical com- 
munity and we ought to have good music in our schools. 
We need a teacher with special training and musical ability 
to give instruction and to direct the work of the regular 
teachers. Of course we could afford to employ sucha 
teacher for but a small part of her time, but if she could 
spend a half hour once in two weeks in each of the village 
schools the expense would be small and I believe the 
results would more than justify the expenditure. [> an 
sure an arrangement of this kind could be made and I re- 
commend to the school board the consideration of this 
matter. 

Those who read current literature in relation to schools 
are aware of the present educational movement in manual: 
and industrial training. Several years ago manual train- 
ing was introduced into the schools of the larger cities and 
now such schools are to be found in most cities and in 
many towns. In these schools boys are taught how to use 
and care for tools, both for wood and iron work, and girls 
are taught how to cook and sew. Distinct trade schools 
are now being established. What is the value of manual 
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training? It is not expected that a boy willim such a 
school become a carpenter or a machinist. He does, 
however, receive a practical training which is apparent. 
‘ Moreover, experience has shown that this work tends to 
arouse increased interest in the regular school work and to 
hold in school many boys who would otherwise drop out 
before completing the 8th grade. In our Grammar school 
at Sanbornville 80 per cent of the pupils are boys. If we 
could have one or two benches with a few tools in the 
basement of this building and arrange to have these boys 
spend a few hours there each week under direction, they 
would have a strong incentive to remain in school and 
complete the work. The present tendency is to drop out.

The statistical table which is ordinarily made a part of 
this report is omitted this year as the data is not available 
because of the ‘lengthening of the school year. In the 
next report the record will be given for the year closing 
in June IQgIo.
